THE MOVIE CENSORSHIP. 

Have we not had enough of censorships? 
we not had enough of moral prigs clothed with 
, authority and armed with legal bludgeons to dragoon 
us into their pinched standards of life and conduc 
art and literature? 

It seems not. in the opinion of the Missouri Legis 
lature. which is working on a Dill providing a 
censorship for the movies. The bill has passed the 
House and has been favorably reported to the 5Sen- 
ate. Under it three censors are to be appointed b; 
the Governor. with a full equipment of inspectors, 
clerks. electricians and other employes, with a slid- 
ing scale of salaries. All films, reels and views, with 
all advertising posters of films, reels and views, must 
be submitted to these censors or their chosen ob- 
servers and none can be exhibited in the State with- 
out the censorship stamp of approval, under penalty 
of fine or imprisonment or both. There are several 
exceptions, such as religious, charitable and educa- 
tional films, reels and views. 

The stated purpose of the censorship is to prevent 
the exhibition of obscene films, reels and views, and 
those which tend to corrupt the public. 

In effect, however, the judgment of the censors !{s 
the sole standard. Their decision is law, although 
there is permitted a rehearing and an appeal to the 
Circuit Court. Meanwhile, the disapproved movies

immoral, obscene, debasing and corrupting films. We 


/bave laws under which the exhibitors of such pictures 


‘an be punished and the films suppressed. We have 
a Federal law prohibiting the transportation of im- 
proper pictures, and we have State laws for the pun- 
ishment of publishers and vendors of immoral and 
obscene and corrupting books, pictures and 

Free Governments should operate through 
laws, not through censors and supervisors. A free 
people should be controlled by laws, not by censors 
and supervisors. 

If there is to be a censorship of movies, why nota 
censorship of books or of newspapers or of theaters 
or of picture galleries? Why single out the movies? 
The principle is the same in each case. The filmisa 
mode of expression. It is expression through pic-

' tures instead of through language. It vividly depicts 


the drama on the screen; it translates history and 


‘literature into moving pictures of life; it presents 


events in every part of the world. 

The movie is a tremendous and potent 
art, drama, education and ‘culture. Its power wi! 
grow and its standards will improve if left free under 
public judgment. If subjecied to petty official cen- 
sorship it will be strangled at its birth. 

Of course, there are evils in the movies, as there 
are evils in every form of liberty, as there are evils 
in a free press and in free art of all kinds, but free- 
dom is better than suppression.

The Government, according to this 
informant, insists that the first step 
in any consideration of a settlement 
with South Ireland must be the cessa- 
tion of attacks by the Irish Republic- 
an army on crown forces. The Gov- 
ernment s position in this respect, so 
faras can be ascertained from thiose 
authorized to speak for the Dail 
Fireann, offers no “barriers to a 
peace conference, provided the Gov 
ernment likewise agrees to restrain 
the activities of its forces, particu- 
larly the irregular police, against tne 
Republicans. Therefore no progress 
toward a solution of the 
can be made until a truce is arranged.

No objections were raised to the 
east and west road, but there have 
been repeated objections to the 
north and south road, particularly 
from the merchants and citizens of 
Linneus, who contended it would di- 
vert trade from a large section of 
the county from Linneus to Brook- 
field. _Delegation after delegation 
has urged the Highway Board to 
change the road so that, instead of 
zigzagging from Linneus to Brook- 
field, it would continue’ directly 
south from Linneus to connect with 
the Brookfield-Laclede road at La- 
clede, and, instead of zigzagging 
southeast from Bookfleld, it would 
leave the Brookfield-Laclede road at 
right angles several miles east of 
Brookfield.
